ACLU Fund legal cLl^ctor 
Ralph Temple said various ^ 
public offUdals have not re- 
acted adequately to disclo- 
sures of allegedly improper ' 
surveillance ^ctics used by 
the FBI and police here, and 
“accordingly, we are taking 
the case to the people of 
this community, that is, to a 
jury.” ^ .
